WORK BEARS FRUIT 

Educational Work Regarding Tubercu¬ 
losis Accomplishes Results 

Efforts of the charity organizations 
of Los Angeles to t re vent eastern cities 
from .shipping indigent tubercular suf¬ 
ferers to Southern (California where 
Ihej^ immediately become a burden 
upon the community where tliey settle 
are meeting with gratifying exjiressions 
of approval in the east. During the 
iast season the situation has been 
acute, numerous cases being reported 
where tubercular suffertrs spi nt their 
last dollar for f ire to California fol¬ 
lowing a forlorn hope that they would 
find relief in the milder climate here. 
Becoming public charges and being 
without friends or relatives to eheer 
•hem they immediately found them- 
si'lves in a worse condition than before. 
Resolutions of protest passed by the 
r..os Angeles county charities organiza¬ 
tions have'brought many letters of ap¬ 
proval in response. 

Pklucational work carried on in an 
attempt to sliow that tuhi'rculosis can 
be treated as successfully in any or¬ 
dinary climate as another is bearing 
fruit. For several years many eastern 
jihysicians have taken this advanced 
• tand in harmony with that of Califor¬ 
nia physicians. 

Many states have taken up the cru¬ 
sade and are carrying mi tlie work by 
various methods. Ah instance may be 
cited in Town where a prominent physi¬ 
cian has devoted most of his time for 
the past three years to lectures on ap- 
1 roved methods of treating or prevent¬ 
ing tuberculosis. Stereoptlcnn views 
were shown and the lecture was very 
simi'ar to that delivered recently in 
Sierra Madre by Dr. George H. Kress. 

In addition the state of Iowa has es¬ 
tablished a tubercular .sanitarium 
where incipient cases are taken for 
treatment. In addition to the actual 
treatment of patients the sanitarium 
accomplishes much educational work. 
It is situated about five miles from 
Iowa City, the seat of the state uni¬ 
versity and its medical school. Stu¬ 
dents in the latter are given the benefit 
of the investigations carried on at the 
sanitarium and can study latest meth¬ 
ods of treatment at first hand. 

Similar work in the large cities of 
the east is carried on by various char¬ 
itable organizations or at public ex¬ 
pense. Tfi corversation with Dr. J. M. 
Campbell of this city Rev. Dana Bfirt- 
lett of lyos Angeles, who has just re¬ 
turned from a tour of the east, reports 
extensive work carried on in the cities 
he visited and in which he studied 
methfids of charitable work. As a re¬ 
sult it has heen noticed that moot of 


the tubercular patients wlio have come 
to California during the past winter 
have come from rural communities 
'•ather tlian from the large litics where 
th(> educational work is most advanced. 

The.se facts are given here chletly to 
show that the cloud which appears so 
black to many people shows some signs 
of breaking away. The situation is not 
hopeless but is growing better all the 
time, which should cause every lovi r of 
humanity to rejoice. 

At a business men's meeting in .At¬ 
lanta there was under discussion an 
airangement with the railroads that 
allowed merehandlse to be shipped to 
and from that inland city on a through 
bill of lading. Tliere was much joyous 
declamation and one orator explained 
in enthusiastic periods tluit Atlanta 
was now the equivalent of a seaport 
town and able to cope with all rivals. 
Upon this a Savannahian, wliose na¬ 
tive city is tl'e real seaport of Georgia, 
arose and said with some acerbity: “If 
you Atlantans were to lay a pipe line 
to the St a and then suck as Imrd as you 
hitnv you’d he a ri'nl seaport in no time 
-at all.’’
